Ever since somebody in New York offcred 
% of a cent premium for gold there has 
been a mental stampede at the treasury. 

The prediction of six months ago that 
gold would within a year be at a premium 
has begun to find some lodgment in the 
brain of Carlisle. It was a small be- 
cinning but sufficient to frighten Cleveland 
into sending for his watch dog at the 
treasury in fear and trepidation. 

' Deceived Themselves. 

“As Jong as the United States gives out 
gold at par for greenbacks and national 
bank notes,” said Carlisle, ‘“‘gold cannot 
go to a premium,” and Cleveland wrapped 
up his gouty foot and fell asleep. But for 
all that Carlisle was looking to the con- 
tinued drain on the treasury and mentally 
saw his dearly bought metal flowing in 
yellow streams to Europe or in the vaults 
of national banks. Then one of two al- 
ternatives presents itself, either another 
issue of bonds or else the country is forced 
to a silver basis without silver. 

In round numbers there is outstanding 
azainst the $67,000,000 in gold $1,100,600,000 
of greenbacks, silver and mational bank 
notes. All outside of the treasury Mr. 
Car.sie regards as gold, while in the treas- 
ury he regards nothing as gold but his 
petty %57,000,000. It is as easy to hold a stal- 
lion with a silk thread as to balance $1,100,- 
6.000 of other forms of money with the 
$7,000,000 in gold in the vaults. To be 
exact, there are $380,000,000 of greenbacks 
Outstanding, $220,000,000 national bank notes 
ani $600,000,000 in silver, mostly redeemable 
in gold. This is the state of affairs which 
is setting the teeth of such men as Bailey, 
Washington and the other raft of fast ar- 
r.ving congressmen on an edge. They are 
as much to blame as the administration. 
With one bond issue out and another star- 
ing them in the face, they allowed six 
months to pass, sitting quietly by with 
their hands in their laps like old maids and 
grumbling. 

Hope in the Distance.

GOVERNOR FLOWER REFUSES 


To Appoint a Special Deputy Attorney 
General to Prosecute Frauds. 


New York, November 23.—Governor Flow- 
er has refused to grant, for a time at least, 
the request of the committec of seventy, 
which was approved by District Attorney 
Fellows, for the appointment of a special 
deputy attorney general to prosecute the 
election frauds in New York city. 
Governor Flower says distinctly that his 
reason for the refusal is the charges 
broupht against: Colonel" Fellows by the 
self-constituted committee of five. 
Francis L. Wellman, assistant district 
attorney, resigned today. In his letter to 
District Attorney Fellows Mr. Wellman 
gives as his reason for the siep the fact that 
his chief (Colonel Fellows) had recentiy 
been the subject of adverse criticism be- 
cause he (Wellman) had been permitted to 
attend to his private practice in the civil 
courts which, it is claimed, interfered with 
lis duties as assistant district attorney. 
Mr. Wellman denies this allegation, but 
says he is not willing to subject Colonel 
Fellows to any more criticisms on his ac- 
count, and he therefore tenders his resigna- 
tion. 


CUT HIS OWN SALARY. 


Mr. Sovereign: Takes $1,000:from His 
Pay as Master Workman. 

New Orleans, November 23.—At a meet- 
ing this morning of the Knights of Labora 
resolution was adopted protesting against 
the issue of new government bonds by the 
secretary of the treasury and characteriz- 
ing the issue as a fraud and an outrage 
upon the masses, in flagrant violation of 
existing laws and intended solely in the 
interest of the money powers and the bond- 
holding aristocracy. A resolution favoring 
the amalgamation of all brewing associa- 
tions into one organization of the Knights 
of Labor was referred to the executive 
board. The recommendation that the sur- 
face railroad employes of New York be 
united in one body of the Knights of La- 
bor was adopted. The committee on ap- 
peals and grievances made their report. 

The general assembly finally adjourned 
this afternoon. The next convention will 
be held in Washington in November of 
next year. Previous to final adjournment 
General Master Workman Sovereign called 
Mr. Kenney, of the executive board, to the 
chair and took the floor. Mr.’ Sovereign 
then moved that the salary of the general 
master workman be reduced from $3,500 to 
$2,500 per annum. The motion was carried 
unanimously. The delegates will begin 
leaving this evening for their homes. The 
members of the executive board will re- 
main in the city until the work left in 
their hands has Seen attended to. 


The New Stamps Satisfactory. 
Washington, November 23.—The postoffice 
department is satisfied at last with the 
character and appearance of the 2-cent 
stamps which are being turned out by the 
bureau of printing and engraving. Today 
the stamp agent of the department re- 
ported that the new stamps are satisfac- 
tory. They are properly gummed and the 
color is of the old-time deep red. Mr. 
Kerr Craig, the third assistant postmaster 
general, who has charge of matters per- 
taining to postage, said today that greatly 
increased orders for stamps from all parts 
of the country showed that business was 
reviving rapidly.

‘AN EXCESS OF BIDS. 


It Is Believed That the Bond Issue Is 
Over-Subscribed, 


NEW YORK OFFERS 10 TAKE $15,000,000 


Stewart’s Crowd Will Pay Gold and 
Swell the Surplus. 


BUT THAT IS NOT FOR VERY LONG 


The Strong Syndicate Intimates the Fig- 
ures W hich Were Offered in Its Bid | 
Boston Wants Some of Them.

New York, November 23.—The subscrip- 
tions to the new government loan, when the 
bids are opened at Washington, will be 
@ most gratifying surprise to the govern- 
ment’s administration though the whole 
country complains. 

The financtak men who ere ‘pteresied in 
the movement have been very reticent 
about the preparations for ihe swubscr'ip- 
tions and will continue so until the tus are 
opened, for business reasons, as it wevld 
defeat their own efforts to secure ihe bonds 
if any details of amounts wor prices were 
made public. 

Some facts, however, were obtaimatle in 
the afeernoon after the close of wusiness, 
although the veil of mystery is rot alto- 
gether lifted. It is quite certain that the 
issue will be largely over-subs.ribed for, 
and the estimate of the leading bai:kers 
places the aggregate subscription at $100,- 
000,000 or over... It is impossible to arrive 
at any information as to the subs-<riptions 
of private investors, but there are svffi- 
cient facts at hand to calculate the sub- 
scriptions of the public and private benk- 
ers, inSurance companies and bond trokers 
in New York city at from $75,000,000 to $i00,. 
An Offer for the Whole. 

Two large parties will put in uggregate 
bids at a uniform price. This is the Stew- 
art party, in which are included the trust 
companies, the foreign bankers, combined 
with some large capitalists, whose bids will 
foot up practically $50,000,000. A second 
group of bidders include the large golde 
holding banks, such as the Fourth National, 
Chase, American Exchange and National 
Park banks, and a number of smaller barks, 
which will subscribe tor between 420,000,000 
and $30,000,000. 

Stewart Will Pay Gold. 

The prices at which these two combined 
bids will be made are understood to be on a 
slightly different basis. Many of the banks 
have put in bids for depositors at varying 
prices, according to orders. The bids of 
both parties are put in individually ty the 
members, but according to a general agree- 
ment. It is stated that the price cifered 
by thé Stewart syndicate is about 12-100 
per cent below the 8 per cent basis. The 
bid of the bankers’ party is reported to be 
on still lower terms, and in that case the 
bids of the Stewart party wvuld have tha 
preference. It is understood that bids 
from Boston will aggregate $10,000,900 and 
from Philadelphia $5,000,000. It is not known 
what Chicago and the western cities will 
do in the matter of subscriptions. Not one 
member of the Stewart party will present 
greenbacks at the subtreasury to secure 
gold. 

Arrangements have been perfected and 
each individual member of this party knows 
where he can lay his hands upon the gold 
required. There is, first, the gold in the 
New York banks, and in Boston and Phila- 
delphia. ‘Then, there is a plentiful supply 
of gold in California, which can be obtained 


gold will be drawn from Europe if this 
syndicate obtains a. full quota of its sub- 
scriptions. The bids of the foreign houses 
form a considerable proportion of the whole 
and in anticipation of their success the 
foreign exchange market broke sharply 
this afternoon on sales by several houses 
interested.

Columbus, O., November 23.—At the Coit 
court of inguiry this morning James D. 
Wolffe, a newspaper correspondent, said 
he heard the mayor of Washington Court- 
house telephone to the adjutant general at 
Columbus the night of the riot, teVing him 
that he must either send more troops or 
send those there then away or he would not 
be responsible for the safety of the court- 
house. 

Lieutenant W. E. Baker, of Company K, 
Fourteenth regiment, said he was close to 
Colonel Coit when the mob rushed upon 
Prisoner Dolby as he was being taken from 
the jail to the courthouse. He saw one 
of the mob draw a revolver and place it 
at Colonel Coit’s back. He.struck the man’s 
arm down, and, presenting his own revolver 
at his head, compelled him to run away. 

N. B. Hirschey thought most of the 
mob were boys and thought a small squad 
of military ought to have heid them in 
check. 

Captain Thomas Bowles, of Hillsborough, 
saw the crowd bring the battering ram 
and use it. There were about eighty men on 
the steps when the doors were rammed, 
and. from 300 to 500 on the ground below.

A VERDICT Mobay. 


The Trial of the Browns for Killing 
Gribben Is Nearly Over. . 
Barnwell, S. C., November 33.—(Special.)— 


being heard at Barnwell Cotirthouse, was 
concluded this morning. The general cx- 
pression of opinion is that @ verdict will 
be reach@d tomorrow night. 

The case has been on trial four days, and 
contending lawyers are fighting every inch 
of ground. Solicitor Bellinger is taking 
the lead for the state. He is assisted by 
Senator Mayfield. The Browns are repre- 
sented by Colonel Lan Henderson, Jolonel 
Robert Aldrich and Ball & Simms. 

The leading witnesses today weré Veteran

the back, and Major Chafee, of Aiken, who 
swore that Constavle Gribben, wh2 wua 
killed, had told him that he proposed to

THE VERDICT CRITICISED. 


One More Severe Was Demanded by 
the Public. 


Richmond, Va., November 23.—(Special.)— 
Five years in the penitentiary was the un- 
expected verdict returned kate this evening 
in the case of Thomas N. McNamee, 
charged with the murder, of Robert Lee 
Atwell. The jury had beetr out nearly twen- 
ty-four hours. The 
thronged the courtroom’ and entire city hall 
all day, having heard that several of the 
jurors were for hanging, expected that at 
least the full penalty for murder in the 
second degree—eighteen years—wouléd be 
imposed. 

No verdict rendered here in years has 
given rise to so much criticism. In Man- 
chester, where both men lived, the feeling 
is intense. The fact that nearly a year 
has elapsed since the killing, which im- 
pressed the public as a cold-blooded mur- 
der, doubtless accounts in a measure for 
the light punishment, but adds to the pub- 
lic condemnation of the delays in the Vir- 
ginia criminal system.

Season’s work are generally unsatisfactory. 
Trade in wool is quiet but the volume is 
increasing, with territories relatively most 
active and fleece wools showing visibly 
the effects of competition of Australian 
wool. At eastern cities the volume of 
trade in dry goods has fallen off, although 
the tone of the market is good and colder 
weather inclines to help it. 

“There is only a moderate volume of 
business reported from any southern city, 
and at none of them is there an increase 
compared with recent weeks. Charleston 
merchants are not pushing collections. 
Jobbers at Nashville and Memphis report 
the situation unchanged and similar ad- 
vices are received from Savannah, except 
as to groceries, for which the demand has 
increased. Increase of travel has tended 
to benefit Jacksonville. Reports from Chat- 
tanooga and Birmingham as to the volume 
of trade are unsatisfactory and collections 
are slow. Jobbers at Augusta report 
slackening of demand, but retailers say 
business is better. At Atlanta manufac- 
turers have a large volume of orders and 
stocks of cotton are aecunitiating there. 
Trade is restricted at New Orleans and dull 
at Galveston, except in groceries.” 

What Dun & Co. Say. 

R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of 
trade tomorrow will say: 

“There are some changes for the better. 
The gain is slow and in some directions not 
very distinct, but the signs of it are a 
little more definite than last week. The 
most important of them is larger employ- 
ment cf labor, answering a better demand 
on the whole for manufactured products. 
Much of this is due to the unnatural delay 
of orders for the winter which resulted 
from long prolonged uncertainty, but it 
means actual increase in earnings and pur- 
chasing power of the millions, and so 
gives promise of a larger demand in the 
future. Prices of farm products in the 
aggregate do not improve, but the pre- 
vailing hopefulness is felt in somewhat 
larger transactions. 

‘There is no improvement in the demand 

for commercial loans and money - still 
drifts to this center, scarcely any now go- 
ing south, and none west. 
- ‘Textile industries have added a few fac- 
tories to the working list, against only 
one or two withdrawn, and there has been 
improvement in the demand for Wwoolens. 
More supplementary orders for spring have 
been received and colder weather has in- 
creased the demand for heavy goods. Yet 
on the whole the market is not active and 
the manufacture is much below the ca- 
pacity of works. 

‘Prices of cotton goods are more irregu- 
lar, and some have declined, while print 
cloths have advanced a shade. Cheap cot- 
ton causes much dullness. 

“The shoe industry leads all others in 
approaching full production. The iron in- 
dustry again records lower prices for besse- 
mer iron—$10.40 at Pittsburg—and for seme 
manufactured products. The consumption 
is large and for the season fairly well 
maintained, but as it is not equal to the 
capacity of works in operation their strug- 
gle to get business keeps prices’ “@® the 
bottom. It is reported that an American 
ship yard had secured orders to buiid three 
armored cruisers for Russia, which will 
give added work for some years, and that 
a contract for 10,000 tons of cast pipe for 
Tokio will probably be secured by a south- 
ern concern. 

“™he failures for two weeks of Novem- 
ber have been moderately large in amount, 
reported liabilities being $6,502,305, of which 
$1,713,466 were of manufacturing and $3,- 
832,291 of trading concerns. For the same 
week last year the liabilities were over 
$7,200,000. The failures this week have been 
322 in the United States, against 385 last 
year and 31 in Canada, against. #4 ,last 
year.’’

DISASTERS AT SEA. 


Sinking of the Steamship Ozama on 
Cape Romain Shoals. 

Georgetown, S. C., November 23.—The 
tug W. P. Congdon picked up off the bar 
this afternoon Captain F: T. Pennington 
and twelve men of the steamship Ozama, 
bound from Philadelphia to Charleston, in 
ballast. Captain Pennington reports that 
at 7:30 o’clock p. m. on November Zist his 
steamer struck on Cape Romain shoals and 
stove a hole in the engine room compart- 
ment. The water quickly filled the fire 
rooms, rendering the engines useless. The 
steamer floated off the shoals soon after 
striking and at 2 o’clock a. m. sunk in 
six and a haif fathoms of water, Romain 
light Bearing northwest by west, half west, 
six ‘miles, distant. The crew all took to 
‘the boats, saving only part of their clothing. 
The engineer, with ten men, went off to 
board the steamer Planter, from Charles- 
ton for this port, but missed her, and it is 
supposed they have gone to Romain beach. 
The steamer will be a total loss. The cap- 
tain and twelve men will go to Charleston 
tomorrow by the steamer.

The 
secret of manufacturing the solution was 
obtained after many years of experiment 
and study. In refusing to make public the 
discovery and in advertising it, it was al- 
leged that Dr. Barclay had violated the 
code of medical ethics. Much friction has 
been caused by the action of the society, 
many members of which think his treat- 
ment the height of injustice and foolish- 
ness.

Hitherto 
the school teacher has been an Ishmaelite, 
taking what he could get at random, and 
giving a suitable equivalent. By this bill 
he becomes a son of Ishmael without guile. 
We have taken him and adopted him, and 
he will hereafter feel that he is bone of our

THE DETECTIVE WAS MAD. 


He Attends a Trial in Which He 
Claims Witnesses Were Intimidated. 


The cases against L. A. Smith, Tobe 
Smith, J. M. Crawford, Matt Crawford, 
Hosh Crawford, Joe Chillers, Si Donaldson, 
Will Donalson and George Donalson, against 
whom warrants were sworn out for gamb- 
ling, came up yesterday afternoon before 
Judge Cook, 

Detective Jim Wooten, who made the 
cases, went out to the district to prosecute 
them. He returned very mad, and ciaims 


noon at 4:45 o’clock with a verdict of not 
guilty. Meee 

The jury was out just forty-one minutes 
and returned the verdict after two ballots. 

The scene when the verdict wag read by 
Mr. B. H. Hill, acting solicitor, was a 
remarkable one. Judge Clark has stated 
from the bench that he would positively 
fine any person that applauded the verdict, 
no matter how the case was decided, but 
this had not the least influence with the 
crowd. 

There was but little standing room left 
on the court floor when the jury retuned 
to the room. 

The defendant was nervous and betrayed 
his emotion by the trembling of his under 
lip. 

When the verdict was read he changed 
his expression instantly. 

The crowd yelled and cheered. The bailiffs 
rapped and rapped for quiet. The yelling 
continued. Judge Clark arose from his chair 
as if he would discountenance the outburst 
by some word, but it was simply useless. 

‘With cheeks flushed and a smile upon 
his face, McDonald, now free from the ter- 
rible charge, began to make his way back to 
the prisoners’ room in order that the crowd 
could get away. He pushed his*way savage- 
ly along and had to fairly fight a passage 
between the close-pressed walls of human- 
itv. His father followed close behind him. 
His aged grandfather, tremulous with the 
joy that displayed itself in overflowing 
tears, embraced Colonel Arnold, exclaim- 
ing: ““‘Thank God, you cleared him!’’ Other 
relatives of McDonald stood near by and 
wept over the verdict. Judge Clark ap- 
peared to be glad that the strain was 
over. He has had three murder trials be- 


ithe fears of a reasonable man, and that 


the defendant so understood it, and hon- 
estly considered it, this would have con- 
stituted a killing in self-defense; but as to 
what appeared to him to be the true situ- 
ation would not be any defense, unless that 
situation was such as you believe from 
the evidence would have excited the fears 
of a reasonable man, and that he acted 
upon the fears of a reasonable man in 
committing the deed that he did, and not 
in a spirit of revenge. 

“Now, as I said. whether that is the truth 
of the case or not is for you to adjudge 
from all the evidence that has been adduc~ 
ed before you that you give credit to.” 

Judge Clark then charged the law apply- 
ing to the prisoner’s statement, instructing 
the jury that they could give it such weight 
as they saw fit, or reject it altogether, or 
that they could accept it in preference to 
the sworn testimony. 

He also charged on the question of rea- 
sonable doubt, showing that it was not a 
bare apprehcnsion that swhat the jury be- 
lieved might not be true, but that it must 
be based on reason and common sense, and 
that mathematical certainty was not re- 
quired. All that was necessary was to be- 
lieve to a reasonable and moral certainty, 
which was so strong as to exclude a rea- 
sonable doubt. 

The court then charged as to the form 
of the verdict and the degrees of punish- 
ment. =e 

There Were Only Two Ballots. 

Although the jury was out nearly an 
hour, there were but two ballots. Some 
time was taken up with the discussion of 
the case. On the first ballot eleven jurors 
were for a verdict of not guilty and one for 
voluntary manslaughter. The second ballot

SENATOR ROBERTS IN THEIR FAVOR 


He Wants the Legal Restrictions Torn 
Away So That the Women May Be 
Bligible to Any Office. 


The feature of yesterday’s business in 
the senate was the bill of Senator Roberts. 

It is for the purpose of rendering women 
eligible for the holding of certain ap- 
pointive offices. 

The dill is ag follows: 

“Section 1. That from and after the pas- 
sage of this act females shall e eligibie 
to all civil offices and civil functions in the 
appointing power of the governor or any 
other civil officer of this state, as may 
be filled capably and acceptably by a fe- 
male, in the judgment of said appointing 


powers.’ 
Governor Atkinson regards his .work for 


the Georgia Normal and Industrial college 
as the crowning work of his legislative 
career. its purpose was to open a wider 
field for the employment of women. 

The purpose of Senator Roberts's bill is 
to give state sanction to this growing 
work by making certain appointive offices 
open to them. The Dill has been referred 
to the committee on general judiciary, 
where it will, no yet. receive favorable 
attention. 

Approved by Judge Bleckley. 

Speaking about this measure ex-Chief 
Justice Logan E. Bleckley says: 

“When I take into consideration all that 
women have done and are still doing for 
men I cannot resist the conviction that 
men should not keep them under total dis- 
ability to hold office and exercise civil 
functions. It would be extremely hazard- 
ous to render them eligidle to all offices, 
for in that event they would soon do the 
very thing the men have done, seize upon 
all the offices for themselves and exclude 
the other sex entirely. The only sure way 
for a man to get anything women really 
want is to rule them out and decline to 
treat them even as possible competitors. 
This is the true philosophy of our code on 
the subject, and, ‘for its purpose, the 
scheme of the code is undouptedly very 
wise. 

“But complete monopoly of all the offices 
seems not to be quite just. The constitu- 
tion of the state concludes the question as 
to all county offices, for in order to hold 
any of them the incumbent must be @ 
qualified voter. Code, section 5082. No 
constitutional limitation, however, exists 
in respect to such officers of the state as 
are appointed either by the governor or by 


other state officials. These . appointees 
need not be qualified to vote, and it is 
discretionary with the general assembly 


to open such appointments alike to both 
Sexes. 

“In my opinion,” concluded Judge Bleck- 
ley, “it would be just and right to do so, in 
so far, at least, as those offices are con- 
cerned which involve only chiefly the per- 
formance of clerical duties. There is cer- 
tainly mo good reason why mere clerks 
should He men exclusively rather than 
some Of either sex, or all women. Indeed, 
the most advanced women are competent 
to fill many important stations in the 
civil departments of government. What 
both sexes can do with equal propriety 
and efficiency ought to be alike accessible 
to both. It is never bad policy to be just, 
and in most things ‘equality is equity,’ ”’ 


Money for Milledgeville. 


The joint committee, of which Senator 
Bussey was chairman, to inquire into the 
status of the Middle Georgia Military and 
Agricultural college, submitted its report. 
The college was created under the act of 1879 
as a department of the University of Geor- 
gia. There was an implied agreement that 
the city of Milledgeville should give $2,000 
per year to the institution, in addition to 
which the city built a $12,000 dormitory, 
capable of housing 100 cadets. The property 
of the state was valued at $55,000. At the 
time of the burning of the: old capitol it 
had maintained its value. The insurance 
companies have fully restored the buildings, 
and they have been well kept up.

Account of the Crime. 
THE STORY OF A HORRIBLE DEED 


The Detective Has Been Interested in ths 
Case and Thinks He Has Located 
the Guilty Parties. 


Detective William Francis A. Holland, or 
“Blue Bill the Prowler,” as he is known 
throughout the Palmetto State, was in At. 
jlanta last night. 

Since leaving the Pinkerton force the 
detective has established his headquarters 
in Charleston, S. C., where he is regerded 
as one of the shrewdest and most astute 
men in the business. 

Holland first brought himself into fame 
by the capture of the notorious murderer, 
Gabriel Grales, who killed George Thomas, 
assaulted Miss Birdie Thomas and burned 
the house, while he was working at the 
Ashley phosphate mines. As a memento 
of the arrest there is now an ugly scar on 
the right arm of the detective, put there 
by an ax, with which the desperado defend- 
ed himself. 

Holland’s present trip concerns a case as 
equally interesting. 

Three weeks ago Major Robert Copes, 
the treasurer of Orangeburg county, was 
robbed and foully murdered. The crime 
was one of the most mysterious and sensa- 
tional in the criminal annals of South Caro- 
lina. Thé prominence of the unfortunate 
man and the horrible deed, excited the 
greatest alarm, and the whole country was 
astir. Since then Detective Holland has 
been at work on the case and thinks that 
he has the murderer located at last. 

“It was an ugly, horrible thing,” said 
the detective, ‘‘and the case was the most 
puzzling I had ever to deal with, and I’ve 
handled some pretty tough ones. 

*“‘Major Copes was one of the best known 
men about that section and the country 
people thought lots of him. He was an 
old veteran, and had been elected to the 
office of county treasurer. , 

“He lived in Orangeburg, and .he morn- 
ing he was killed it was necessary fur him 
to go to the other side of the’ county to 
collect taxes. He made the trip and wags 
coming back. The road which leads to 
Orangeburg carries one through the dry. 
swamp. This is a most unforsaKen spot. 
For miles and miles there is nothing but 
cypress, palmetto and vines. No one lives 
anywhere near it and the narrow road 
which leads through it is difficult to travel, 
because of the mud and high water in some 
parts, I have been all through the place 
in the last two or three weeks and unless 
I have to I will never go there any more. 

*“‘Major Copes had, as I have said, to pass 


fore, but nothing had occurred, so he went 
alone, wholly unconscious of the awful fate 
in store. He had gone over half way 
through the place and had just crossed a 
small stream when some one concealed be- 
hind a tree on one side of the road put 
sixteen buckshot in the back of his head. 

‘“‘Here is one of the bullets now,” he con- 
tinued, running his fingers in his vest 
pocket and pulling out a battered piece of 
lead. “That passed through his brain, 
and if you look at it good you can see tha 
blood on it yet. Copes tried to cefend 
himself. He must have heard che roise 
as the man stepped from behind the tree, 
for when he was found his pistol was in 
the bottom of the buggy, where he dropped 
it after opening the satchel. The ola 
man had over $700, which he had coliected. 
But the man who killed him didn’t get but 
$200, and this was in silver. The vest was 
-in bills, and he had taken the precaution 
to hide it. Major Copes fell on his head 
and the horse, frightened by the shots, 
ran towards home. Mr. Henry Myers was 
going the same road and was jist e:tering 
the swamp as the horse came vut. Elood 
Was on the seat of the buggy and he Knew 
something had happened. Copes was fcund 
where he had been killed. 

“I received a telegram from Governor 
Tillman and was on the spot six hours 
after the man was murdered. I rever saw 
S8uch a sight. There were 2,000 }eople abc ut 
the place. They came from all over the 
county and innumerable parties were sccur- 
ing the swamps and woods in every direc- 
tion.

THE TRANSIT OF MERCURY. 


No Corrdboration of Mr. Maine’s The- 
ory That the Planet Has a Satellite. 
From The New York Sun. 

Astronomers about New York do not give 
much credence to the theory of Henry C. 
Maine, of The Rochester Democrat and 
Chronicle that the planet Mercury has a 
Satellite. Mr. Maine’s ideas on the subject 
were formed from his observation of Mer- 
cury’s transit across the sun’s disk on Sun- 
day, and were published in The Sun yester- 
day. The Flower City observer saw what he 
described as a brownish, transparent oval 
Shadow just in advance of the planet, and 
by a process of rejection of mechanical 
causes for the phenomenon, such as im- 
perfections in the adjustment of his ifstru- 
ment and irregular air currents, he arrived 
at the conclusion that the shadow was cast 
by a gaseous body attending Mercury. 

Mr. Garrett P. Serviss, well known as a 
writer and lecturer on astronomic subjects, 
Spent the entire day Saturday at Bayport, 
i. I., at the telescope, trying hard to see 
something extraordinary in the transit. He 
is not inclined to put much faith in the sug- 
gestion that Mercury has a satellite. He 
said yesterday that he thought he saw what 
Mr. Maine saw, but he ascribed the appear- 
ance to a different cause, and thought little 
of it. 

The sun’s surface, as seen through a tel- 
escope, appears mottled. There was at 
timeg im Mercury’s progress, Mr. Serviss 
said, a slight shadow to the south and west 
of the planet, which gave it something of 
an elongated appearance; but this seemed 
to him to be the enect of the dark portions 
of the mottling. These dark spots are not 
to be confounded with sun spots. The “see. 
ing’’ was poor on Sunday, and this fact, 
with the appearancy of the shadow over 
places where the mottling was marked, led 
Mr. Servisgs to conclude that the shadow 
had no significance. 

The bad “seeing” caused another odd ap- 
pearance, Mr. Serviss said. At times Mer- 
cury seemed to be surrounded with an au- 
reole of light, but as the planet progressed 
the illumination was found to be only an 
optical illusion. 

If Mr. Maine’s observations were well 
founded the matter would be a very inter- 
esting one, Mr. Serviss said, but if such 
were the case he believed the large observa- 
tories would have noted the phenomenon 
and that news of it would have been tele- 
graphed throughout the world at once. To 
Mr. Maine’s assertion that the shadow may 
have been missed by the big observatories 
because of their high-powered instruments, 
while to see faint things low power is re- 
quired, it is replied that the greater light 
and greater magnifying power combined 
give the larger instruments every advantage 
Over the smaller ones. Mr. Maine used a 
power of thirty-two diameters and Mr. Ser- 
viss used a power of from 90 to 150 diame. 
ters. At Columbia college a power of 133 
diameters and a thirteen-inch glass was 
used and no shadow was seen. 

Professor. Rees, of Columbia, said tha 
the daywas hazy and the “‘seeing’’ bad, 
but that hé got several good views during 
the transit and saw nothing such as Mr. 
Maine described. He doubted, he said, if 
any one else had seen such a thing. No 
photographs were taken at Columbia col.- 
lege, but the observers at Washington and 
elsewhere who got photographs should be 
able to give the most accurate information 
as to the features of the transit when their 
plates are developed. 

There is supposed to be more unformed 
matter moving about in space near to the 
sun than elsewhere, and Mercury being the 
nearest planet to the sun, Mr. Maine ad. 
vanced the suggestion that Mercury would 
have many opportunities to pick up stray 
bits of this matter. But as Mercury is the 
nearest, it is also the smallest of the plan- 
ets, and its lesser mass would give it a less 
power of attraction. And, too, comets s 
nearer to the sun than is Mercury, and th y 
are not affected by the matter. |

It 
was in session practically all night and 
into early morning of yesterday, not reach- 
ing its decision until 4 o’clock. The testi- 
mony im the case was voluminous and it 
was gene into with such great care that 
when it came to a final decision the popu- 
list members of the committee voted with 
the democrats and the report as to the 
counting of the iega} vote was unanimous. 

Chairman Harrison, of the committee, 
sent the report to the clerk’s deck immedi- 
ately after the’ reading of the journal. It 
was short and to the point, declaring that 
although Spier had a majority on the 
face of tae returns, they had found that of 
ine legal votes cast Bird had a clear ma- 
jority and was therefore entiticd to his 
seat. 

Chairman Harrison moved for the adop- 
tion of the report and then Mr. Hogan, the 
populist header, was recognized. Mr. Ho- 
san is a member of the committee and 
naturally when he rose he attracted the at- 
tention Of the house. 

“Il just want to say,” said Mr. Hogan, 
“that Ll agree with the democratic mem- 
bers of the committee that Mr. Bird has a 
majority of the lega) votes cast as counted 
by the committee, but I do not think that 
he is legally entitled to his seat. In the 
tirst place he was himself on the defaul- 
ters’ list—” 

“Say when,’ suggested Mr. Rockwell, 
who was standing near him. 

“Well, that was in 1878; then I want to 
say that before the contestant announced 
that he would contest he sent to the clerk 
for a copy of the papers, but the clerk, 
instead of sending him the copy, sent him 
the original papers. Then the ballots 
were not sealed, but were left in the clerk’s 
office, and the clerk, for the first time in 
his life, lost the key to the office that 
night. The sheriff went there and slept 
in the office and that was the condition of 
affairs until about 11 o’clock, when the con- 
testant’s attorney told him that that would 
not do, and getting the clerk, had the bal- 
jots and the papers locked up in the safe.’’ 

Mr. Hogan was several times interrupted 
by questions from other members of the 
committee and then Colonel Harrison rose 
to defend the committee’s report. 

“On the point concerning Mr. Bird’s be- 
ing on the defaulters’ list, Mr. Bird admit- 
ted that; but it was while he was away at 
college, and he testified that when he re- 
turned the taxes were paid. The attorneys 
for the contestee had full access to the 
election papers received at the governor's 
office, and they did not pretend fo say 


that, although the clerk had in error let. 


the other originals go out of his possession, 
there had been any tampering with it. The 
ballots referred to were placed in a cigar 
box and were themselves sealed before 
being placed in there, but it is true that the 
box was imperfectly tied, although there 
is no evidence in the world and no claim 
that they were tampered with. I consider 
that the report of the committee represents 
the absolute facts in the case.”’ . 

As soon as he had completed his remarks 
the speaker announced that under the 
rules the contestant and contestee must re- 
tire from the hall, and then the question 
came up on the adoption of the report of 
the committee. 

This was adopted unanimously, there be- 
ing not a dissenting voice. 

On the face of the returns Spier had a 
majority of 15. In purging the vote the

This left a majority of legal votes for 
Bird of 32. 

As to Qualifications for Voters. 

Mr. Hogan, of Licoln, introduced a bill 
yesterday providing for the amendment of 
those sections of the constitution which 
relate to the qualifications of voters. 

Under the law as it now stands a man 
riust have paid all of his taxes since tne 
adoption of the new constitution. Mr. 
Hogan wants to do away with that pro- 
vision, making him eligible to vote if he 
has paid his taxes for the year previous to 


that in which the election is held. Of 


course it requires a change in the consti- 
tution and his bill is in that shape. 

“My object,"* said Mr. Hogan, “is simply 
to do away with all the old tax business 
and to eliminate the complications which 
are constantly arising on account of the 
old defaults. We have in Georgia about 


51,000 polls, but on account of this old | 


business a very great number of people are 
not entitled to vote and do not pay their 
poll tax... I believe such a change as the 
one I propose would add from 200,000 to 
250,000 polls and would increase the income 
of the state in proportion.”’ 
As to Working Convicts on Sunday, 
The only bill which came-up for a third 
reading in the house was that of Mr. Rea- 
san, prohibiting the working of convicts 
on Sunday. 


Mr. Reagan favored the paseage of the 


dill, but there was some objection and an 


amencment was submitted, the purpose of 
Which waa ta nrovide that the convicts

could be worked on Sunday in case of 

It came out tn the course of debate that 
some men will work on Sundays, but that 
they were paid $1 a day each for this work. 
It was also stated that some of the con- 
victs had been able to save quite a little 
money by working extra this way and had 
Some money to start life again when they 
got out of the penitentiary. After con- 
siderable discussiion the bill was recom- 
mitted to the penitentiary committee. 

To Advertise the State. 

Mr. Fogarty, of Rcihmond, has been 
making a study of the subject of adver- 
tising the state and believes that Georgia 


has ‘been hiding her light under a bushel. . 


In the house yesterday he introduced a 
bill providing that the commissioner of 
agriculture shall be ex-officio commissioner 
of immigration and instructing him to 
have prepared the necessary handbgpk set- 
ting forth the resources of the state, 
which shall be sold at actual cost for the 
purpose of meeting the expense. He pro- 
vides for an appropriation of $1,000 in ad- 


dition to such other funds in the treasury } 


to the credit of the agricultural depart- 
ment. 
Mr. Polhill’s Two Bills. 

Mr. Polhill, of Bibb, introduced two bills 
yesterday that were of general interest. 
One is to fix the lien and priority of mort- 
gages upon mortgaged property; the other 
to require that bonds for title and obliga- 
tions to reconvey shall not be required in 
certain cases. 

The bill concerning mortgages provides 
that any mortgage given by_any person to 
secure a debt or a loan of money shall be 
a lien upon the land conveyed by such 
mortgage superior and prior to the right 
of the widow to dower and the right of the 
widow or child or children and of the 
widow and child or children to a year’s 
support, and no dower shall be assigned, 


and no year’s support set aside in orsupon 


such land, except subject to the lien of 
such mortgage. 

That concerning the bonds for title pro- 
vides that where persons shall give deeds 
or bill of sale to secure debt as provided in 
section 1969, and such deeds or bills of sale 
Shall recite that they are given to secure 
debt, such persons shall not be required to 
take bonds for title back nor obligations to 
reconvey such personal property, and such 
deeds and bills of sale shall pass the title 
to the vendee as fully as if such bond for 
title or obligation to reconvey had been 
taken. 

Were Invited to Go Out. 

The members of the legislature have been 
invited to take in the football game this 
afternoon, and accompanying the invita- 
tion was @ request on the part of the uni- 
versity boys that they wear university 
colors. ! 

The invitation was sent to the senate 
and house yesterday by Major Frank Cal- 
loway, the governors private secretary, 
who is himself a great football enthusiast, 
and who will be out there doing some yell- 
ing himself. , 

Chancellor Boggs has been in the city for 
several days and he will doubtless be on 
hand to encourage the boys as much as is 
in his power. It is very probable that all 
the members of the legislature who are in 
the city will ‘be on hand to do some tall 
cheering for the university boys. 

To Imspect Jails. 

Mr. Fussell, of Coffee, is the author of a 
bill looking to a more thorough investiga- 
tion into the condition of the jails. It pro- 
vides that the ordinaries shall investigate 
the condition of the jails in their counties 
at least once a month and shall report to 


the grand juries, who shall see that the 


law with regard to keeping the jails in 
proper order shall be carried out. 
Wants No Increase. 

Mr. Wren, of Jefferson, introduced a 
resolution providing that in view of the 
great financial stringency that the legisla- 
ture should make no appropriations what- 
ever except for current expenses as already 
provided by law. He doesn’t believe that 
there should ‘be any increase in any of the 
appropriations to the different institutions 
of the state. Under the rules the bill went 
over for a day.

DOES If Hl? THE SOUTHERN ROAD? 
The Author Says He Will Press Its 
Passage in the House. 


WR. DODSON AFTER INSURANCE MEN 


He Wants the Insurance Commissioner to 
Fix the Fire Rates—Mr. Hurst on the 
Relations of Church and State. 


One of the most important bills of the 
session—perhaps the most sensational that 
the present legislature has to deal with— 
is the bill of Mr. Doolan, of Chatham, bear- 
ing on the railway situation. The object 
| of the bill as stated by the author is to 
prevent combination or absorbtion of one 
railroad by another in such a way as to 
cut off competition; and while he does not 
say so, it is the very general impression 
that the bill is almed at the Southern rail- 
way. 

The bill provides, that “no corporation, 
individual or association, shall purchase or 
lease any railroad lying in whole or in 
part in this state, or any interest therein, 
where such purchaser or lessee already 
owns, operates, or is interested in a line 
or lines of railroad, which either alone or 
in conjunction with other connecting rail- 
roads lying either witin or without this 
state, can compete between any points in 
this state, and any such purchase, lease or 
acquisition is hereby declared to be null 
and void, nor shall any individual or in- 
dividuals, owning or exercising a controll- 
ing interest in any such competing com- 
‘pany or companies, either directly or in- 
directly purchase or lease, in whole or in 
part, any such railroad, and the corpora- 
tions or individuals so offending by mak- 
ing such acquisition shall also forfeit any 
franchise or license which they may hold 
form this state to operate or hol® the com- 
peting road of which they own, operate, or 
are interested in, and the company owning 
the railroad so controlled shall forfeit its 
charter, franchise or license to own and 
operate the same.” ON ks 

No corporation owning or controlling a 
line of railroad which can competc as above 
set forth shall make any consolidation, 
amalgamation or merger of stocks or fran- 
chises or of railroads or interests, and any 
contract or agreement for the same shall 
be null and void, : 

‘“‘No corporation, or individual or associa- 
tion, or either or both, owning or operating 
directly or indirectly, any raiiroad lying in 
whole or in part in this state, or owning 
or controlling at the time, either solely or 
in connection with others, a majority of 
the stock of the corporation owning or 
controlling, by stock ownership or other- 
wise, any such railroads, shall own or be 
interested in the stock of any corporation. 
chartered by this state which owns or 
leases, in whole or in part, or is other- 
wise interested in any railroad which com- 
petes in the manner set forth in the first 
section of this act with the railroad or 
railroads so owned or operated by the par- 
ties seeking to acquire or become interest- 
ed in said stock of said corporation last 
mentioned. A purchase or acquisition of 
the stock of a company controlling said 
last named company by stock ownership 
‘is likewise prohibited. 

‘In the event of such acquisition the 
charter of the corporation is forfeited. 
The attorney geneial shall proceed to have 
such dissolution decreed by the court, sell 
the property and distribute the proceeds 
to the creditors and stockholders according 
to law. It is made the duty to see to the 
observance of the law and to use the courts 
for that purpose. 

‘“‘No corporation, individual or associa- 


have already been incorporated by this 
state, shall purchase, lease or operate any 
railroad lying in whole or in part in this 
state without, if a corporation, first filing 
in the office of thevseeretary of state a 
declaration whereby it becomes a domestic 
corporation of this state, and receiving 
from such secretary a certificate of. incor- 
poration under the laws of this state, or 
if an individual or individuals, first becom- 
ing incorporated under the laws of this 
state. And all corporations of other states 
now operating by purchase, lease or other- 
wise, any, railroad lying in this state by 
comity or license shall, within three months 
from the passage of this act, become. cor- 
porations of this state in the manner above 
prescribed. In defauit of compliance with 
this act such purchases, leases or operations 
now or hereafter existing are declared un- 
lawful, and the individuals or corporations 
so purchasing, leasing or operating the 
same shali have no right to receive or col- 
lect tolls therefor, or exercise any other 
franchise of functions connected there- 
with.”’

Mr, Doojan says 
that his bill was prepared by somebody 
else and that he introduces it by request.

An Insurance Bill, 


Mr. Dodson, of Sumter, who is one of 
the most prominent young members of the 
house, is the author of a bill, which was 
introduced yesterday, the caption of which 
is to “further regulate the business of fire 
insurance,’’ , 

The most important feature of the bill 
is that giving to the insurance commission- 
er the power to establish rates for fire in- 
surance. His bill provides that “‘thg in- 
‘surance commissioner ghall establish fair, 
reasonable and just rates of fire insurance 
upon property, real and personal, situated 
in this state, making such differences in 
rates for different localities within the 
state as he.may deem proper on account 
of more or less facilities in various places 
for extinguishing fires and protecting pro- 
perty. These rates shall be expressed 
in percentage on the amount insured and 
shall be clearly set out in a schedule 
which shall be recorded by the, commission- 
er in his office and published by him once 
a week for four consecutive weeks in some 
newspaper of Atlanta, Augusta, Savannah, 
Americus, Macon, Rome and _ Athens, 
From and after such publication the 
schedule shall take effect, and it shail re- 
main in foree thenceforth except in so far 
as it may be afterwards altered by the 
commissioner, any alteration made by him 
from time to time to be recorded in his 
office and published in like manner, after 
which the schedule, as altered, shall be and 
remain in force till again altered in the same 
manner, each alteration to be complete 
when publication of it has been duly 
made for four weeks, and not before. 

“It shall be unlawful for any corpora- 
tion, association, company or individual to 
charge, take, receive, or contract for 4 
higher’ rate of insurance, or any sum or 
sums which would be the equivalent or pro-

duct of a higher rate, than that specified

And each and every per- 
son representing the insurer, whether as 
principal or agent, in charging, taking, re- 
ceiving or contracting for the unlawful rate, 
its produce or equivaient, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and punished therefor as pre- 
scribed in section 4310 of the code. The pen- 


ality may be sued for by the insured, in his 


own name and for his own use, provided he 
brings suit within six months after the 
cause of action accrues. Should he fail to 
sue within that time, the insurance com- 
missioner may sue within the next six 
months, in the name of the state, and may 
recover for its use. In case the insurer is 
not a resident of this state, action for the 
penalty may be commended by attachment, 
sued out, issued and levied as in ordinary 
attachment cases. 

“Any and every license to insure against 
fire, hereafter issued by the insurance com- 
missioner, whether as an original or as a 
renewal of a previous license, shall express 
on its face that it is granted on condition 
that the terms of this act be faithfully 
observed and complied with, and that the 
license wili, ipso facto, cease and deter- 


mine upon the rendition of any final judg- — 


ment or sentence against the licensee for 
any penalty incurred or any offense com- 
mitted in violation of the act. And it is 
hereby made the duty of the insurance com- 
missioner, not only to treat as expired any 
license thus terminated, but to refuse to 
issue any future license to the wrongdoer.

' Mr. Hurst, of Walton county, is a minis- 
ter of the gospel and has very strong views 
on all subjects.

The resvlutions are as follows: 

' “Whereas, In February, 1893, there was 
begun an organized movement by a relig- 
ious combination composed of the evahgel- 
ical churches of the country to get: the 
government of the United States commit- 
ted by direct legislation to a recognition 
of the Christian religion and a national 
aduption and enforcement of Sunday as the 
Christian Sabbath or Lord’s day; and, 

*‘Whereas, They proposed first to accom- 
plish their purpose by an amendment to 
the national constitution declaring this to 
be a Christian nation, and so placing all 
Christian laws, institutions and usages 
upon an undeniable legal basis in the fund- 
amental law of the land.” 

“In 1888, May 2ist, Senator H. W. Blair 
introduced a hilt to secure tg the people 
the enjoyrnent of the first day of the week, 
comnionly known us the Lord’s day, as a 
day of rest and to promote its observance 
asa day of rest and a duy cf religious wor- 
ship, and on the 25th day of the same 
month he introduced a joint resolution to 
amend the national constitution so as to 
establish the principles of the Christian re- 
ligion as the religion of the nation.” 

‘These two pieces of legislation embodied 
the wishes of this religious eambination, 


and immediately there was a strong effort | 
made all over the country to secure the) 


passage of the measures, especially the bill 
establishing and enforcing the observance 
of Sunday. 

“While it is true that this particular San- 
day rest did not become a law, the legisia- 
tion having died with the expiration of 
the fiftieth congress, it is also true that 
those\who demanded, formulated and pro- 
moted this legislaticn, never slackened 
their efforts, and they have now, 1834, ob- 
tained the grand object of their ambition; 
they have the national government fully 
ccmmitted to the whole course of religious 
legislation. 

“In the fifty-second congress, first ses- 
sion, the Sunday law advocates concentrat- 
ed all their forces and all their energies 
upon the point of securing the closing of 
the world’s fair on Sunday by an act of 
congress. . 

“They sent to congress petitions, backed 
up by threats so overbearing that their 
threats were denounced on the floors of 
—- as an abuse of the right of peti- 

on, 

“Yet so great was the pressure of these 
religious lobbyists that congress suecumbed 
and enacted into law the act of closing the 
werld’s fair on Sunday and making the 
appropriation conditioned on this provision, 

ut on and demanded by these religious 
obbyists, thus delivering the government, 
root and branch, over to these religious fa- 
ee to be governed and dictated to by 

em. 

“And in addition to this legislation, and 
in advance of it, the supreme court of the 
United States rendered a decision Februa- 
ry, 29, 1892, in wiich the court unanimously 
declared this to be a religious people and a 
Christian nation, 80° ished all 
that was intended to be accomplished in 
the religious amendments to the constitu- 
tion proposed by Senator Biair.

They Contest for a Medal at the Boys’ 
Algh School. 


MR. J- H. CHAPMAN THE LUCKY MAN 


The Debate Was Largely Attended—The 
Proceeds Devoted to the Grady 
Hospital—The Speakers. 


A large audience filled the hall of the 


Alciphronian Literary and Debating Socie- 
ty at the Boys’ high school yesterday morn- 
ing and the prize debate was one of the 
most heated contests that has ever taken 
place among the boys of this city. 

The debate was instructive as well as 
entertaining and the boys were thorough- 
ly equipped with argument Their speeches 
were carefully prepared and delivered in 
a manner that impressed the judges and 
visitors present with the unusual degree 
of their oratorical attainments. 

Each speaker was warmly greeted by 
the audience and his well rounded sen- 
tences provoked frequent applause through- 
out the delivery of his speech. It was the 
opinion of all present that the young gen- 
tlemen acquitted themselves and were each 
entitled to a share in the honors of the 
occasion. 

Professor W. M. Slaton, the principal of 
the Boys’ High school, and the members of 
the faculty occupied seats on the plat- 
form. In addition to these Superintendent 
W. F. Slaton, President D. D, Beatie, Hon. 
A. L. Kontz and Dr. E. L. Connally, of 
the beard of education, were among the dis- 
tinguished visitors present. 

In opening the exercises Professor Slaton 
called attention to the fact that the prize 
debate was the first of its kind in the his- 
tory of the institution. After a few pre- 
liminary remarks Mr. J. G. Oglesby, Jr., 
was called to the chair and Mr. R. B. Rid- 
ley,- Jr., to the secretary’s desk. These 
were the special officers of the occasion. 

The debate was formally opened by the 
announcement of the subject for discussion. 
‘Resolved, that the -Govern- 
ments of the World will ultimately become 
republican.” 

Every device of argument was employed 
by the young debaters and the skillful 
presentation of their points was such as 
to provoke unstinted admiration. Those 
who espoused the negative side of the ques- 
tion called attention to the fact that a 
very inopportune time had been selected 
by the affirmative to present the advantages 
of a republican form of government, and 
that more countries thad changed from a 
republican form of government than had 
turned to it. 

The president, however, decided the mat- 
ter by awarding his decision in favor of 
the affirmative. The leader of the affir- 
mative was Mr. A. J. Bell, of the senior 
class, an the leader of the negative was 
Mr. J. H. Chapman. 

Aside from the decision of the president 
a greater interest centered in the award 
of the prizes to the successful competitors. 
The first prize was a handsome gold medal 
awarded to the best debater in the school, 
and the other two prizes, being gold dollar 
pieces, were awarded to the best debaters 
in the first and second grade. 

The judges appointed to award the medal 
and prizes were Judge A. E. Calhoun, Mr. 
Remsen Crawford and A. V. Gude. 

The following were the contestants: 

Messrs. A. J. Bell, J. H. Chapman, Glenn 


G. Corrigan, McGuire and Longley, from the 


senior class; Price J. Hale, H. Marion R. 
and Lane M. from the second grade; and 
F. Furlow, S. Hopkins, 8S. Chapman and 
N. McClelland. 

The judges retired after the close of the 
debate and during their absence Mr. D. 
A. Beattie, the president of the board of 
education, was introduced and made a 
few happy remarks which were much;.ap- 
preciated. 


The judges returned at this point and. 


Mr. L. L. Knight, of The Constitution, was 
presented to the audience and delivered the 
prizes to the successful competitors. The 
medal was awarded to Mr. J. H..Chapman, 
of the senior class, and the two gold dollars 
to Messrs. R. Marion, of the secon grade, 
and Styles Hopkins, of the first grade. The 
announcement of the prize winners was 
greeted with loud applause. Mr: Chap- 
man is a son of Colenel J. H. Chapman, 
the revenue agent, and is a young man of 
unusual brilliancy. 

A few remarks from Hon. A. L. Kontz 
in which he expressed his gratification 
at hearing such a fine debate, closed the 
exercises and -he crowd dispersed. 

The new Boys’ high school building is 
now under way and the corner stone will 
be laid in a few weeks. It will be one of 
the most attractive and ornamental build- 
ings in the city. Professor Slaton has 
demonstrated a superb executive ability 
and the school, under his able aministra- 
tion, has enjoyed a rapid and wonderful 
prosperity. Professor Siaton is recogniz- 
ed as one of the leading educators -of the 
south.
